UNPAID GASOLINE TAX

State Takes Over the Property 
of Motor Oil Co. to _ut- 
isfy Claim. 


The Attorney-Geiferal's office, 
acting through Assistant Attorney- 
General H. C. Whitehill, yesterday 
attached the assets, property and 
offices of the Motor Oil Co., a cor- 
poration for distributing oi] and 
gasoline, at Clayton road.and Ter- 
minal Belt Railroad tracks, be- 
tween North and South road and 
Hanley road, to satisfy the State’s 
claim for $897.08 due in gasoline 
taxes. 

Whitehill procured the attach- 
ment papers in the Circuit Court 
at Clayton, and the Sheriff's office 
invnediately carried a court order 
into effect. A watchman, in charge 
of the books of the corporation and 
of all its effects, took his post in 
the corporation's offices yesterday 
afternoon. 

The State’s affidavit alleged that 
the Motor Oil Co., a $35,000 cor- 
poration, owed taxes going back to 
May, 1928. If an oil distributing 
concern fails to remit its taxes 
within 25 days of the last day of 
a given month, it is fined an addi- 
tional 12 per cent of the amount of 
the owed tax. The Motor Oil Co.'s 
defection, it was alleged, included 
taxes for several thousand gallons 
of gasoline plus the 12 per . cent 
fine for several months.

TEAR GAS PUTS D 
OUTBREAK IN 


Holmesburg, Pa., Jail Inmates 
Say Food Is Bad and 
Wreck Furniture.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.-— 
After guards had called for aid, 
city policemen, using tear gas, to- 
day quelied an uprising among 
nearly 600° prisoners in the county 


prison at Holmesburg. The gas 
was discharged into three of the 
eight corridors arranged in the 
form of a wheel within the inati- 
tution, 3 

During the disorder, which be- 
gan yesterday and continued in- 
termittently until this afternoon, 
prisoners tore up mattresses, broke 
cell furniture and shattered some 
of the wooden doors on the in- 
side of their iron barred cells. 

No one was seriously injured, 
since most of the prisoners never 
got an opportunity to leave their 
cells. No firearms were found 
among the prisoners. 

Trouble at the prison has been 
brewing for several days. Prisoners 
alleged that their food was insu 
ficient and poor in quality. This 
is denied by prison officers, | 

The authorities declared the 
disturbances were due to unrest 
among the prisoners of whom 1760 
are crowded into cells planned for 
only 1500. 

The disturbances were minimized 
until noon today when a call was 
sent to city hell fer reinforee- 
ments. Lemuel B.- Schofield, di- 
rector of public safety, ordered a 
detachment of policemen to the 
place with tear gas and later in- 
creased the force to more than 100 
men.

HE 1929 season of Municipal 
T opera in Forest Park will open 

on Monday night, June 4, and 
will continue for 12 weeks, closing 
Sunday night, Aug. 25. There will 
be 12 different productions, each 
having a premier performance on 
Monday night and a concluding 
presentation the following Sunday 
night. While the repertory has 
not yet been completed, it is ex- 
pected that six new operas will be 
produced next summer, the other 
half of the season being devoted to 


devoted to vocal training. a second 
to dance instruction and a third 
to instruction in gencral stage 
work. The vocal and dance classes 
for boys will occupy two nights 
each week, and a similar period 
will be allotted to the girls. The 
fifth night will be used for a gen- 
eral session for all of the prospec- 
tive choristers who are admitted to 
the school. 

This year’s chorus school and all 
rehearsals for the opera produce

S I have had the good fortune 
A write three plays that have 

scored what is known in theat- 
rical parlance as knock-outs, a 
number of people have been good 
enough to ask me, or to speculate 
on their own, about my method of 
doing it. They have been partic- 
ularly curious since the success of 
“The Trial of Mary Dugan,” be- 
cause, coming after an interval of 
10 years during which I was sup- 
posed to be through, it had some- 
thing of a shock even to my most 
ardent admirers—if any. 

Not out of modesty, which I re- 
gard as the most poverty-stricken 
of all virtues, but because I do not 
thoroughly understand myself how 
it all comes ahout, I readily give 
credit for my three hits to three 
strokes of good fortune. To make 
the explanation even more satis- 
factory I believe that the reinforce- 
ment of this good fortune by three 
g00d managers, three good casts 
and three good directors, clinched 
the business. 


EVERTHELESS, I have a defi- 
N nie policy which may have 

contributed something to the 
triple occurrence. Many  play- 
wrights write for posterity or for 
that vague dream of something or 
other, which they call art. It is 


a noble motive, but the trouble 
with it in writing for the theater, is

Concerto—Molinari to Offer Two 
Numbers New to America. 


AROLD BAUER, who, since 
H its organization more than a 

decade ago has been  presi- 
dent of the Beethoven Association 
of America is to be soloist with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra in its 
concerts at the Odeon Friday 
afternoon and Saturday evening of 
this week, and will play Beetho- 
ven's “Emperor” concerto. 

Bauer is outstanding aimong th 
Beethovenians of the United States, 
as well as being one of the fore- 
most interpretative pianists in the 
world. Long a favorite in St. Louis 
he will be doubly welcome in his 
appearances here -n his presenta- 
tion of the last of Beethoven's 
five pianoforte concertos. 

Strangely enough it was not aS a 
pianist, but as a concert violinist 
that Harold Bauer startei his 
musical career. His first tour was 
in Russia. Alexander III, then 
Czar, died in the course of that 
tournee and concerts in the 
larger cities were impossibte. 
Bauer’s manager dispensed with 
the accompanists and they played 
small towns. To give variety to the 
program Bauer played the piano. 
After that he never could escape 
the pianoforte. 

He is now engaged ‘n his 
twenty-ninth tour of America and 
last season besides appear'ns wth 
success in every section of ..mer- 
ica. his foreign excursions inciud- 
ed concert tours in eight F-urop- 
ean countries. 

Bauer launched himself in the 
Wnited States as a concert pianist 
in Boston, where he flayed 3&2 
Brahms concerto with the Boston 
Symphony orchestra. Tilose were 


days when Brahms was Uwup 
“difficult” and “higa-brow,” and 
the concert from the standpoint of 
public applause was not a “Nccess, 
but Bauer kept on playing Brahms 
and was one of the great influences 
in popularizing the work o. that 
master in the United States. 

The program offers also some 
interesting modern Italian music, 
two pieces of Riccardo Zandonal, 
the “Canzone del Torchio” and the 
“Cavalcate di Romeo” from his 
opera, “Romeo and Juliet.” The 
former is a symphonic interlude 
woven of one of the arias in the 
opera and the music for a dance of 
young girls which appears in the 
development of the operatic story 
The Cavalcate is a musical picture 
of Romeo’s ride from Mantua 
where he is in exile for the kill- 
ing of Tybalt, back to Verona aft- 
er he hears the false report of 
Juliet’s death. The two works of- 
fered this week will be played for 
the first time in America, 

Besides these the program will 
offer Sibelius’ “The Swan of 
Tuolena,” the Scherzo from Men- 
delssohn’s “Midsummer Night's 
Dream” music, and the overture 
from Verdi's first great operatic 
success, ““Nabucco.”

It is within the 
power of the court greatly to dis- 
courage it by a _ clean-cut pro- 
nouncement upholding the Ttom- 
mission as a body of rate-making 
experts, with wide discretionary 
powers conferred upon it by Con- 
gress.

Speculation on the Division. 

There is naturally no end cf 
speculation as to how the Supreme 
Court will divide. Eight Judges 
will decide the case, Justice Butler, 
who wrote the Indianapolis opinion, 
having taken himself out of it be- 
cause Of his previous connection as 
a railroad lawyer with valuation 
cases. 

Since it takes a majority of the 
court to overrule a judgment, the 
decision of the District Court in fa- 
vor of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will stand if as many 
as four Justices vote to affirm.

1928 CONSTRUCTION VOLUME PLANS FOR} 400000 


‘LARGEST IN U. S. HISTORY 


The 1928 construction volume 
was the highest in tke history of 
the country, according to F. W. 
Dodge Corporation. Contracts let 
on new building and engineering 
work in the 37 states east of the 
Rocky Mountains during the past 
year reached a total of $6,628,286,- 
100. This figure was 5 per cent 
ahead of the total for the year 
"1927 and it was 4 per cent in ex- 
cess of the total for 1926. The 
previous high record had been held 
by 1926. The territory covered in 
the 37 Eastern states represents 
about 91 per cent of the country’s 
total construction. 

There was. $432,756,300 worth of 
contracts Iet on new construction 
work during December. The above 
figure was 8 per cent below the 
total for November, 1928, and there 
was a drop of 9 per cent from the 
December, 1927 record. Analysis 
of last month’s contract record 
showed the following important 
classes of work: $178,323,100, or 
41 per cent of all construction, for 
residential buildings; $80,194,000, 
or 19 per cent, for public works 
and utilities: $66,772,600, or 16 
per cent, for commercial buildings: 
and $38,247,900, or 9 per cent, for 
industrial projects. 

Contemplated new work was re- 
ported in this territory to the 
amount of $725.178,800 during De- 
cember. This figure shows a drop 


{of 22 per cent from the amount 
reported during the preceding 
month and there was a loss of 27 
per cent from the amount reported 
during the month of December, 
1927. 

‘The Central West (Illinois, In- 
diana, Iowa. Wisconsin, Southern 
Michigan, Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Nebraska) had $120,459,- 
500 in contracts for new building 
and engineering work during the 
past month, 11 per cent below the 
total for the preceding month and 
a decrease of 27 per cent from the 
total for December, 1927. Analysis 
of the December contract total 
showed the following important 
classes of work: $55,526,500, or 46 
per cent of all construction, for 
residential buildings: $20,468,000, 
or 17 per cent, for commercial 
buildings; $16,714,200, or 14 per 
j cent, for public works and utilities; 
and $8,501,100, or 7 per cent, for 
industrial projects. 

During the year 1928 there was 
$1,934,774,900 worth of contracts 
let on new construction in the Cen- 
tral West, as compared with $1,- 
812,848,700 for the year 1927, the 
increase being 7 per cent. 

Contemplated work reported in 
this area during December reached 
a total of $216,185,400. This fig- 
ure was 38 per cent under the to- 
tal for the preceding month and 
it was 45 per cent less than the 
total for December, 1927.

It is plain to be seen that if one 
is to locate and suppress these dis- 
turbances, one must be able to de- 
termine what is causing the trou- 
ble, and where it is located. 

This is not so difficult as it may 
seem, as one soon becomes familiar 
with the peculiarities of sound set 
up by various pieces of apparatus 
About the easiest type of inter- 
ference to detect is that caused by 
universal type motors. This inter- 
ference is generally heard as 4&4 
high-pitched whine or singing tone 
either running steadily or varving 
in intensity. 
heard as a buzzing sound, rapidly 
built up in intensity as the motor 


starts, then remaining constant in 
pitch. 

The disturbance set up by a gen- 
erator or DC motor is similar to 
that described in the preceding 
paragraph. However, it is consid- 
erably rougher in tone and steady 
in character, with a slight crack- 
ling sound mixed with the steady 
buzzing. 

The disturbance set up by the 
ignition system of oil burners is 
heard as a steady rough buzzing 
with a wavering intensity and 
crackling sounds at frequent in- 
tervals. 

The disturbance set up by an 
electric refrigerator is heard as an 
intermittent crackle. Sometimes

The disturbance set up by bat- 
tery chargers of the bulb type is 
a low-pitched buzz, generally very 
steady and without fluctuations.
